BYU  is  going  to  come 
in  for  a big  share  of  it  when  the 
mock  political  convention  con- 
venes in  the  first  summer  stu- 
dentbody  assembly  in  the  JS 
auditorium  promptly  at  9:30  a.m. 
Tuesday. 

A great  deal  of  business  will 
be  transacted  according  to  those 
in  charge  so  everyone  should  try 
to  get  there  early.

Young  University  July  26-Aug- 
ust  f>. 

Junior  and  senior  high  school 
students,  university  students  and 
music  teachers  are  invited  to  at- 
tend the  clinic  which  will  fea- 
ture instruction  by  some  of  the 
outstanding  musicians  in  Amer- 
ica. 

Lawrence  Sardoni,  associate 
professor  of  music  and  director 
of  the  clinic,  reported  that  uni- 
versity students  and  music  tea- 
chers may  earn  three  quarter 
hours  of  university  credit  for 
registering  in  the  clinic. 

STUDENTS  ATTENDING  the 
music  event  should  register  July 
26  from  9:30  a.m.  until  noon  in 
the  Social  Hall.  Auditions  for 
placement  in  the  various  organ- 
izations also  will  be  held  the 
same  day  beginning  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  Social  Hall. 

Although  music  is  the  prime 
interest,  general  education  also 
is  considered,  and  the  object  of 
the  clinic  is  to  provide  an  ex- 
perience in  human  relations  as

What  they  really  mean  is  . . . “by  the  time  you  figure 
out  what  an  R.I.A.A.  high  frequency  roll-off  characteristic 
with  a 500  cycle  crossover  is,  your  kid  brother  will  haye 
used  the  album  cover  for  a dartboard  with  the  record  still 
inside  and  it  won’t  matter  anyway  so  take  a chance.” 


Actually,  the  technical  data  printed  on  album  covers 
comes  in  handy  to  many  people  who  have  the  new,  modern 
Hi-Fi  and  stereo  mechanisms.  By  making  the  necessary  ad- 
justments you  can  achieve  the  effect  of  having  a full  concert 
orchestra  in  your  living  room.  Personally  I can’t  think  of 
anything  I would  like  less  than  having  a full  concert  orches- 
tra in  my  living  room. 


Enough  about  the  records,  let’s  get  to  the  people  that 
make  them. 


Several  new  artists  have  been  introduced  to  the  record 
buying  public  in  the  past  few  months.  In  this  instance  the 
term  “Artist”  is  used  in  the  purest  sense  and  is  not  to  be 
confused  with  the  “one-shot,”  “singles-artist”  type. 


From  the  50th  state,  Liberty  introduces  Ethel  Azama, 
a young  lady  who  has  a very  nice  way  with  a lyric.  Miss 
Azama  was  recently  singing  in  a Honolulu  nightclub  and  for 
her  mainland  record  debut  Liberty  has  given  her  the  VIP 
treatment.  Marty  Paich  does  the  conducting  for  the  selec- 
tions in  the  album  and  the  arrangements,  which  range  from 
rich  classical  strings  to  gentle  modern  bass.  Popular  folk 
singer  Jimmie  Rodgers  claims  the  discovery  of  this  new  Jap- 
anese-Hawaiian  talent.  He  says  she’s  the  greatest  thing  to 
come  out  of  Hawaii  since  grass  skirts.

Dr.  James  J.  Christensen,  Jr., 
chairman  of  the  Department  of 
Chemical  Engineering  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University,  has  re- 
ceived a grant  of  $2,900  from 
Research  Corporation,  a foun- 
dation, for  a study  he  is  con- 
ducting. 


Founded  in  1912  by  Frederick 
Gardner  Cottrell,  inventor, 
teacher  and  scientist,  Research 
Corp.  makes  grants  for  basic  re- 
search in  the  natural  sciences. 


Dr.  Christensen’s  project 
titled  “The  Thermodynamics  of 
Metal  Ion-Ribonucleotide  Inter- 
action.” The  purpose  of  this  re- 
search is  to  investigate  the  inter- 
action of. various  metals  with 
ribonucleotides  and  related  com- 
pounds. Ribonucleotides  are  one 
of  the  basic  building  blocks 
which  nature  uses  in  building 
living  organisms.

Convention  Time 


IT  IS  WELL  KNOWN  that 
various  metals  are  necessary  for 
the  proper  functions  of  biological 
systems,  but  the  nature  and 
type  of  interaction  are  not  well 
understood.  The  strength  of 
bonds  formed,  the  configuration 
and  the  amount  of  interaction 
will  he  investigated  in  an  at- 
tempt to  more  fully  explain  the 
nature  of  these  interactions  aftd 
chemistry  of  living  organisms. 


Dr.  Christensen  received  the 
bachelor’s  degree  and  the  mas- 
ter’s degree  in  1953  and  1955 
from  the  University  of  Utah,  and 
the  Ph.D.  degree  in  1957  from 
the  Carnegie  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology in  Pittsburgh,  Pa.,  all  in 
chemical  engineering. 
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The  Democratic  and  Republican  parties  have  bee 
drawing  up  campaign  platforms  every  four  years  fort 
hundred  years  or  better.

When’  many  of  today’s  political  thinkers  refer! 
“the  people,”  what  they  have  in  mind  is  the  whole  j 
society.  They  think  of  people  as  a group — a concept  1 
distinguishable  from,  the  Marxist  idea  of  “the  massed. 

In  contrast,  the  American  political  tradition  ha 
always  conceived  of  “the  people”  as  individuals,  ea< 
endowed  with  supreme  and  equal  worth  by  God.  Tl 
revolutionary  idea  that  each  person  has  certain  righj 
derived  from  an  Authority  higher  than  any  governmen 
was  proclaimed  in  the  Declaration  of  Independence  an 
written  into  the  Constitution.
